Eighteen  months  ago  the  consolidation  of  two  great  Chicago  hospitals — St.  Luke’s  and 
Presbyterian  — was  consummated  and  a fund-raising  campaign  was  initiated  to  obtain  $7,500,000 
for  a development  program.  This  money  will  provide  the  funds  necessary  to  complete  the  actual 
merging  of  these  two  institutions  in  one  location — in  the  greatest  concentration  of  medical 
facilities  in  the  world — the  west  side  medical  center. 

We  have  done  well  in  our  campaign.  The  trustees,  the  woman’s  boards,  and  the  doctors  have 
contributed  over  one-third  of  our  goal.  Individuals  and  corporations  have  also  backed  our 
program  handsomely.  As  of  now  we  have  raised  $6,500,000. 

Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  Director,  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  medical  center,  made  the  follow- 
ing comment  in  a speech  delivered  to  our  trustees  and  friends  of  the  hospital  this  fall: 

“The  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  program  offers  an  opportunity  for  a real  investment  in  the  future 
health  of  our  nation.  Your  merged  institution  should  be  one  of  the  pace-setters.  Both  hospitals 
have  had  a long  tradition  of  service  that  more  than  justifies  the  confidence  of  this  community.” 

Our  hospital  is  open  to  everyone  seeking  medical  assistance  and  care.  More  and  more  it  serves  an  expanding 
population , and  a growing  number  oj  smaller  hospitals  throughout  the  area.  We  are  training  many  of  the 
nurses,  technicians  and  young  doctors  who  later  will  seek  positions  of  leadership  in  hospitals  away  from  the 
medical  center,  as  well  as  in  industrial  medical  departments. 

We  are  undertaking  to  provide  the  highest  form  of  medical  service  to  our  community.  We  are 
confident  that  everyone  interested  in  the  health  problems  of  the  metropolitan  Chicago  area  and 
in  the  future  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  wants  us  to  move  forward  with  our  development  program, 
making  sure  that  what  we  have  set  out  to  do  is  completed  in  a proper  and  efficient  manner  so 
we  can  report  to  our  sponsors  and  contributors  that  the  job  is  done — and  well  done!

long-range  plans  envision  integrated  hospital  second  to  none 


Our  plans  for  the  hospital  are  the  result  of  comprehensive  study  and  an  awareness  of  present 
long-range  trends  in  medical  science  and  practice  which  suggest  significant  changes  to  come. 
Our  opportunities  are  unique,  and  our  course  toward  an  integrated  teaching,  research  and 
service  hospital  has  been  well  plotted.  We  also  have  precedent  in  other  large  metropolitan 
areas  where  similar  institutions  have  gained  renown. 

Our  professional  future  is  closely  associated  with  the  University  of  Illinois  College  of  Medicine.  Our  ties  will 
become  closer  as  the  interests  of  both  the  hospital  and  the  university  will  be  served  toward  higher  standards 
of  medical  education  and  patient  service. 

The  public  is  demanding  improved  hospital  and  medical  care.  High  standards  of  medical  serv- 
ice increasingly  require  a close  association  of  a multitude  of  diagnostic,  research  and  educational 
facilities  and  manpower.

A YEAR  OF  SIGNIFICANT  PROGRESS 

consolidation  makes  gratifying  headway 

With  the  completion  of  the  first  full  year’s  operation  of  the  merged  hospital,  it  is  more  than 
ever  apparent  that  the  idea  of  consolidation  was  a good  one.  The  year  has  not  been  without 
problems.  There  have  been  many,  but  a willingness  to  resolve  difficulties  on  the  part  of  all 
concerned  has  made  it  possible  to  move  forward. 

Combination  of  three  more  important  departmental  functions — dietary,  pharmacy,  and  laundry 
were  added  to  the  previously  merged  departments.  These  joined  operational  activities  are  designed 
to  meet  the  needs  oj  the  merged  hospital  and  assure  optimum  patient  care. 

Financial  operation  of  the  consolidated  hospital  resulted  in  a deficit  of  $36,442.  This  is  due  to 
interim  expenses  which  the  past  year’s  budget  had  not  anticipated. 

New  construction  and  renovation  in  the  laboratories  and  outpatient  area  of  Presbyterian  Hospi- 
tal are  worthy  of  mention.  These  changes,  necessary  as  steps  in  the  development  of  the  present 
and  future  program  of  the  merged  institution,  were  as  follows: 

(a)  The  bacteriology  department  was  relocated  in  new  quarters  on  the  7th  floor  of  the 
Rawson  Building. 

(b)  A new  orthopedic  research  laboratory  was  constructed  in  the  space  formerly  occupied 
by  the  old  bacteriological  laboratory. 

(c)  The  eye  clinic  was  completely  renovated  and  refurnished.* 

The  cost  of  the  bacteriology  department  and  the  orthopedic  research  laboratory,  totaling 
$60,000,  was  financed  by  other  than  operating  funds. 

Progress  on  the  new  wing  is  good.  All  work  is  on  schedule.  The  architects  have  spent  many  hours 
in  conference  with  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  the  medical  staff  developing  the  master 
plan  to  meet  the  long-term  needs  of  the  hospital. 

The  master  plan  for  the  consolidated  institution  understandably  is  larger  in  scope  than  it  would 
have  been  for  either  hospital  alone.  We  are  confronted  with  growing  pains  that  could  hardly 
have  been  imagined  by  either  hospital  two  years  ago.  But  problems  are  being  resolved  and  a great 
hospital  will  emerge. 

As  would  be  expected,  the  two  staffs  have  had  different  opinions  regarding  some  phases  of 
organization  and  administration.  These  varying  viewpoints  are  being  resolved  at  the  conference 
table  and  gratifying  headway  is  being  made. 

Space  does  not  permit  a detailed  summary  of  departmental  activities.  Such  a record  would 
include  many  interesting  accomplishments  which  will  have  a significant  place  in  the  history  of 
the  development  program.  We  must  also  remember  that  statistics  reflect  evergrowing  hospital 
services,  but  do  not  tell  the  hardships  endured  to  provide  them  in  areas  disrupted  by  construc- 
tion and  renovation.  We  are  all  indebted  to  the  employees  of  the  hospital  for  their  patience 
and  effort.

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THE  PROPOSED  EMPLOYEES’  APARTMENT  BUILDING 


Beauty  and  function  are  shown  in  this  building  to  house 
nurses,  interns,  graduate  nurses,  medical  house  officers 
and  other  technical  staff.  It  faces  on  the  Congress  Street 
expressway  at  Damen  and  Harrison  Streets.  This  rein- 
forced concrete  building  of  aluminum  and  glass  will  have 
most  of  its  accommodations  in  one  bedroom  units  with 
some  two  bedroom  and  efficiency  apartments,  as  well  as 
a few  three  bedroom  accommodations.  The  building  will 
be  serviced  by  "skip-stop"  elevators  with  the  elevator 


corridors  occurring  on  every  third  floor.  This  will  permit 
through  ventilation  and  a view  of  the  north  and  south 
for  over  75%  of  the  units. 

It  will  occupy  a three  and  one-half  acre  site.  Parking 
will  be  available  for  about  125  cars.  Play  areas  and  land- 
scaped lawns  will  surround  the  building  on  the  south  and 
east.  This  will  be  the  first  significant  structure  to  house 
medical  center  personnel  in  the  area  established  for 
residential  use.

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  Presby- 
terian-St. Luke’s  Hospital  (an  Illinois  not  for  profit 
corporation)as  of  August  31,  1957,  andthe  related 
statements  of  changes  in  fund  balances  and  Income 
for  the  year  then  ended.  Our  examination  was  made 
in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of 
the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing 
procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  cir- 
cumstances.

In  addition, 
at  the  St.  Luke’s  division  of  the  Hospital,  opera- 
tions were  charged  with  the  cost  of  equipment 
additions  in  lieu  of  providing  depreciation  on  equip- 
ment. Depreciation  on  St.  Luke’s  equipment  had 
been  provided  for  the  period  January  1 to  August 
31,  1956;  this  change  in  practice  resulted  in 
reducing  charges  to  operations  of  the  current  year 
by  $65,371. 

With  the  above  explanation,  in  our  opinion,  the 
accompanying  balance  sheet  and  related  state- 
ments of  changes  in  fund  balances  and  income  pre- 
sent fairly  the  financial  position  of  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital  at  August  31,  1957,  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended, 
and  were  prepared  in  conformity  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

(1)  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Hospital  to  make  no  pro- 
vision for  depreciation  of  Hospital  buildings. 
In  addition,  at  the  St.  Luke’s  division  of  the 
Hospital,  operations  were  charged  with  the 
cost  of  equipment  additions  in  lieu  of  providing 
depreciation  on  equipment.  Depreciation  on 
St.  Luke’s  equipment  had  been  provided  for 
the  period  January  1 to  August  31,  1956;  this 
change  in  practice  resulted  in  reducing  charges 
to  operations  of  the  current  year  by  $65,371. 

(2)  The  Hospital  is  currently  engaged  in  a develop- 
ment program  for  the  expansion  of  its  plant 
facilities.  Total  commitments  outstanding  as  of 
August  31,  1957,  approximate  $7,000,000. 

(3)  The  equity  of  the  Endowment  and  Other  Funds 
in  the  investment  pool  is  periodically  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  current  market  values  of  such 
investments.

The  year  has  been  stimulating  and  challenging  for  members  who  have  learned  to  think  in 
terms  of  the  larger  hospital.  Already  we  have  found  opportunities  to  work  on  projects  with  the 
woman’s  board  of  St.  Luke’s.  The  results  have  been  gratifying  for  both  groups. 

Joint  action  on  the  part  of  the  two  boards  first  occurred  at  the  appointing  of  a committee  to 
study  designs  for  the  uniform,  cap  and  pin  for  the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  school  of  nursing. 
Another  cooperative  venture  was  the  purchasing  of  a station  wagon  for  the  use  of  the  school  of 
nursing.  Members  of  the  Presbyterian  woman’s  board  also  served  on  committees  for  the  St. 
Luke’s  fashion  show. 

Our  membership  this  past  year  included  representation  from  the  Chicago  Presbyterial  Society, 
the  Doctors’  Wives  Auxiliary,  the  Winnetka  Auxiliary,  the  Westminster  Foundation,  the  Junior 
League  of  Chicago,  54  Chicago  area  Presbyterian  churches  and  a large  general  membership. 
A sustaining  membership  was  created  this  year  for  the  convenience  of  regular  members  who 
cannot  actively  participate  in  the  board’s  program. 

Funds  from  eleven  fund-raising  committees  and  other  income  sources  were  disbursed  to  the 
hospital  for  free  care  of  children,  free  drugs,  free  nursing  care,  nurse  scholarships,  the  chapel, 
the  library,  social  service  and  maternity  care. 

In  closing  I would  like  to  express  the  gratitude  of  the  entire  board  for  the  support  and  coopera- 
tion of  the  administrative  and  professional  staffs,  the  development  office  and  the  board  of  trustees.

REPORT  OF  ST.  LUKE’S  WOMAN’S  BOARD 


This  has  been  a history-making  year.  Within  two  years  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  as  such  will  cease 
to  exist,  but  the  traditions  and  ideals  which  were  born  within  its  walls  will  be  carried  on  in  our 
new  home,  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s. 

The  hospital  promises  to  be  second  to  none  among  the  modern  medical  centers  of  the  world. 
It  should  give  all  of  us  a great  thrill  to  be  able  to  consider  ourselves  a part  of  this  wonderful  new 
project  and  to  know  that  our  efforts  will  soon  see  fruition. 

Our  funds  this  year  have  principally  supported  the  outpatient  clinics  and  school  of  nursing. 
They  also  provided  linen  and  furnishings  for  the  hospital. 

No  matter  how  carefully  and  expertly  the  building  planners,  architects  and  contractors  may  complete  the 
physical  facilities  of  the  new  hospital,  it  would  be  a hollow  shell,  indeed , without  the  enthusiastic  support 
and  devotion  of  all  the  St.  Luke's  and  Presbyterian  families. 

In  January,  at  the  request  of  the  board  of  trustees,  Mrs.  Balfanz,  president  of  the  Presbyterian 
woman’s  board,  and  I were  asked  to  appoint  three  members  from  each  group  in  addition  to 
ourselves  to  form  a committee  of  eight  to  be  known  as  a coordinating  committee.  The  group 
was  to  study  the  future  organization  of  the  women’s  activities. 

This  committee  held  several  meetings  and  in  an  atmosphere  of  complete  cooperation  and 
careful  analysis,  worked  out  plans  for  a new  organization  to  be  known  as  the  woman’s  governing 
board.  It  will  be  composed  of  five  members  from  each  woman’s  board  appointed  by  the  presi- 
dents for  a one-year  term.  The  new  board  will  be  under  the  co-chairmanship  of  the  woman’s 
boards’  presidents. 

The  board  of  trustees  approved  this  plan  of  integration  and  the  appointments  will  soon  be 
announced.
